At tho meeting 
held yesterday fortnight it became 
apparent that they were not all ‘that 
they ought to be, a3 the confusion was 
atill ag manifest as aver, and Mr Francis 
offered (or ‘ volunteered, as Mr Hum- 
phreys puts it) to prepare a new set of 
By-laws on the basis of thuse already 
drafted, if the Board. would adjourn for 
a fortnight. The Board agreed to thie, 
and passed the motion for adjournment ; 
and slthough not one word was said, 
either in the motion or in the minutes of 
the meeting, about the new draft of the 
By-laws promisod by Mr Francis, the 
Board was clearly adjourned on account 
of the offer made by the learned Queen’s 


| Counsellor, and to pive him time to ful- 


fil his promise. The sub-committee for 
drafting these. By-laws under the 
Ordinance --- whose efforts, although 
laborious and perhaps well-meaning, 
bed not met with the success or op- 
probation that was expected—was cum- 
posad, as wo have suid, of Messrs Price, 
Ede, and Hamphreys; and the manner 
in which these three somewhat ‘inhar- 
monious elements have stuck together 
throughout until yesterday is creditable 
at least to their notions of loyalty to 
each other. Tne manifesto given forth 
by Mr Humphreys-at yesterday’a meet- 
ing would have come more naturally 
from Mr Price, as he is commoaly re- 
warded as’ the chief of any Committee 
ox which he sects; but it was not a little 
strange that the triumvirate should 
seek shelter under 4 weak technicality 
while trying’ to upset. the opinion and 
frustrate the object of the Board, after 
tho severe remarks they had formerly | 
made against the so-called’ obatruc- 
tionists (Messrs Francis and Ho Kai). 
That the Board desired to accept and 
consider the new ‘Volunteer’ By-laws 
drafted by Mr Francis was as clear as 
could be, Dr Ho Kai, Mr Stewart-Lock- 
hart and Captain Deane having spoken 
definitely in their favour, In spite of 
this, however, Mr Humphreys stood 
consistently to hia Comumitteo's guns; 
while Mr Ede said nothing, abd Mr 
Price yevolved in bis mind the best 
means of diploiatising. Mr Francis 
having given un nble sketch of. the 
scope and intentions of the By-laws he 
bad drafted, explained the position with 
» force and clearness which is peculiarly 


his owo, and finished up with the me- 
tion (afterwards withdrawu) that the 
Cowmittee’s draft By-laws be rejected 
altogether. Here the atmosphere was 
beginning to feel rather warun, und not 
quite so sanitary us it ought to be. The 
remarks of Mr Stewart-Lockhart’ and 
those uf Captain Deane (which ‘were un- 
usually witechosen) mollified “matters 
very much; and us these sensible cbser- 
vations were endorsed by Mr Price, the

Tue Torres Straits Pilot of 18th August 
gives the following particulars with rogard 
to the loss of the -injers :—By the arrival 
of the Birkegate on Thursday morning, news 
was xecoived that tha E. and A. Qo,’s char- 
tored ateamer Anjere, Captain Pinkbam, 
which left here on Thursday, the Oth inat., 
with Pilot Lowrie in charge, had gone 
aground and remained fast.on Cockburn 
reef, ot 1 o'clock on the following morning, 4 
The point on which the vessel struck is said 
to be une of the moat dificult to be avoided 
in tho navigation of ‘the Straita, vessels 
steering southward having, alter rounding 
Oape Grenville, to take » starboard turn in- 
volving » very sharp angle. Tho Anjers 
struck on a sandy patch of Cockburn’ reef 
(nut # considerable distaneo from where the 
a. a. Gunges stranded a fow years ago), 
where sho romained fast daspite all efforts 
to get her off. The point on which sho 
struck is snid to be abouts mile and a half 
vut of the usual, course, and with such a 
careful and oxperienced navigator of Torres 
Straits as Captain Lowrie in chargo, it is 
generally supposed that the accident must “ 
be duy to the alteration of currents or the 
existencé of curreuts not previously ox- 
perienced. Captain Pinkham is said to en’ 
tertain this opinion, aod otiributes no 
blame whatever to Captain Lowrie in the 
matter.
